Dear Mr. LaMacchia: 

This confirms a discussion between m Y 
office and Mr. Scallan of your staff in regard to the position of the 
Civil Service Commission concerning H. R. 7135, "To amend the 
Military Personnel and Civilian Employees' Claims Act of 1964. ' 

Our Agency has a strong interest in H. R. 7135 as it would raise 
the present ceiling for claims by employees of civilian agencies to a 
level comparable with the military services. As you know, CIA and 
other civilian agencies are limited to a $6, 500 ceiling. The military 
services, under an amendment in 1965 to the Military Personnel and 
Civilian Employees' Claims Act of 1964, raised their ceiling to 
$10, 000, and we understand that the State Department has also raised 

its ceiling. 

With rising costs, the $6, 500 ceiling is not sufficient to cover 
employee losses in all cases. Presently, we have claims pending 
which substantially exceed this amount. We feel that the ceiling for 
claims should be the same for all employees of Government, both 
military and civilian. 
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Since the Civil Service Commission represents the interests 
of all Government employees, we would urge you to support 
H. R. 7135 in behalf of all civilian agencies which are now limited 
to the $6, 500 ceiling. 

We very much appreciate your assistance and support in this 
matte r .
